It certainly is a sin in a sense of a word when the 
harm caused by this action is considered. In one |M*riod of 
history, public opinion was such that many a man was perse 
cuted for the remainder of his life for incidents of which the} 
were not responsible. 
On the contrary 
groups which' are quick to criticize and 
denounce ideas which were created by major groups for pur­ 
poses of "betterm ent“ are as foul in nature as those which 
were 
i.eviously mentioned. One such example of group- of

• nature are the communists. The communists have 
but one central idea in mind 
to change the world to the idea 
of practicing the principles of communism. 
In the same instance, those who are narrow-minded enough 
to condemn a certaid sect or group of people without sub­ 
stantial evidence are those same people who would allow 
their minds to fall in line with the ideas supported by subver­ 
sive organizations as the Communists. 
One of the peculiarities in human nature is the effect of 
dis orderly group psychology, or “ mob psychology.“ It seem- 
that mo-t people have "sce-saw” minds which tends to “ turn >yi lt people 
one way or the other" whenever a great enough M ¡minus driver's liei 
comes along. The stimulus is usually one person or a small years of

Psychologists are still uncertain as t<> the full nature of 
this “ mob psychology.“ In the sense in which it is practiced 
it is dangerous and dangerously affects our wav of life I n- 
less it eoa-es, manv of us will become involved in incidents 
we later will regret. 
Careful thinking and consideration at all times, without 
“ jumping to conclusion-“ will he beneficial to all mankind in 
many respects if it is made a constant practice.
